A plan to operate a hail suppres- 
sion scheme in the Three Hills area 
has been postponed until next year 
The original intention was to en- 
eage a weather modification or- 
ganization which, by means of cloud 
seeding with silver iodide, claimed 
it could decrease the incidence of 
and the damage therefrom. 

The orginal plan was to raise the 
money necessary to operate the 
scheme by means of a special levy 
on all land in the Kneehil] munici- 
pality. While from 75 to 90 per cent 
of the farmers in the area are re- 
ported to have expressed approval 
of such a levy it was found that. 
this was not possible under the 
Municipal Act. By this time it was 
felt that there was not sufficient 
time to go ahead with an alternative 
plan this year. However, a com- 
mittee has been set up with rep- 
resentatives from Three Hills, Tro- 
chu, Torrington and Swalwell_ to 
implement 4& hail suppression scheme 
next year,

ment, 

It also means that our delegates 
to the U.N. are taking a hand in 
framing laws for other countries 
about which they may have little 
knowledge. 

When we consider that our dele-| 
gates to that organization are likely 
to be starry-eyed enthusiasts filled!

More and more farmers are finding 
that a small flock of sheep is a pro-| 
fitable investment when operated in| 
conjuction with the average mixed, 
farm, The following are a few sug- 
gestions regarding good sheep hus- 
bandry for this time of the year. 

All sheep should have been freed ' 
of a years’ fleece and it is good prac- | 
tice to dip or spray the sheared sheep | 
the first warm day after shearing.' 
Sheep ticks are killed by many chem- | 
cal solutions, even 4 pounds of 50% | 
wettable DDT in 100 gallons of water 
will do the job, 

The month of July is about as late 
in the season as one should wait to! 
treat adult sheep with phenothiagine | 
to remove internal parasites. This| 
is good practice even if you do not; 
see evidence of Worms etc, as the cost | 
is very small compared with the as-| 
surance gained. | 

It is a good plan to feed the lambs 
a little grain and if you plan on 
vaising market lambs and selling} 
on the early market, grain is a neces- 
sity, Sheep raising is very much the 
same ag other branches of the live- 
stock industry in that low grade 
grain will yield a better return if 
fed. Lambs make excellent use of 
low grade grains, 

Lambs in July often suffer from 
scours, sore eyes and sore feet. These 
conditions usually respond to treat- 
ment readily, Watch for bloat if the 
animals are on even small quan- 
tities of alfalfa or other moist, juicy 
feeds. 

Sheep, both young and old, prefer 
young growing pasture and if you 
watch them closely you note that]@ 
they often pick out the weeds and/|} 
leave the «rass. Overgrazing by | 
sheep often causes pasture to wine 
ter kill.
